Time to contact your Senators 


The Amateur Radio Parity Act was introduced in the US Senate on 
July 12, 2017, marking another step forward for this landmark legis- 
lation. Senators Roger Wicker (R-MS) and Richard Blumenthal (D- 
CT) are the Senate sponsors. 


The measure will, for the first time, guarantee all radio amateurs liv- 
ing in deed-restricted communities governed by a homeowner’s asso- 
ciation (HOA) or subject to any private land use regulations, the right 
to erect and maintain effective outdoor antennas at their homes. 


The Senate bill, $1534, is identical to HR555, which passed the US House of Representatives in January.

ECLIPSE!

It's been the buzz word in popular amateur astronomy for the past three years or 
so, people planning to go, making reservations a year ago, planning to converge 
on the center diagonal line going from central Oregon SE to Columbia, SC and 
out to sea, for what may be the greatest number of accessible states in America 
for visible totality in modern history. This is the only eclipse worth seeing 
(annular, lunar, etc.) and that totality is the only part of this eclipse worth seeing 
and safe for you to look at with the naked eye, the total solar eclipse of the Sun. In that let me add why and 
define even with a little math. In the zone of totality, the Sun will be blocked 100% by the Moon so all that 
will show with the Sun is an on-fire round corona bursting out beyond the Moon's disc. This will happen 
at the prescribed time on the tables for about 2/2 minutes. 
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Eclipse isylvania a 
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In all the school projects for children with cut outs, Elmer's glue, crude devices aimed at a piece of white 
cardboard to show the Sun in various phases like a %4 Moon, 2 Moon, etc. It's really a waste of time in my 
opinion, there is nothing to see and all the danger temptation of looking at the Sun for nothing or having to 
have those glasses or piece of 4x5 sheet film to view the Sun, when the Moon is much more interesting to 
look at in various phases and completely safe, no accessories needed. What happens here is the Moon will 
line up with the Sun in this order; Earth, Moon, Sun. The Moon in its celestial mechanics pulls in front of 
the Sun, the disc of the Moon being precisely the same size as the disc of the Sun in the sky with

the Earth in the background. How about that! Just happened to evolve that way did it? The math works out 
this way. The Sun is 400 times farther from the Earth than is the Moon. The Moon is 400 times smaller 
than is the Sun. Using elementary school math of product = factor x factor, it works out to a factor of 1. 
Thank you very much. 


Does the Eclipse have anything to do with radio interference? I have never heard of any and the best I can 
find at : essentially says no, although the eclipse 
offers good research opportunities to see the corona, and what is going on.

Ham Researchers to Investigate the Effects of the Solar Eclipse 
By Dan Romanchik, KB6NU 


August 21, 2017 is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for many in the U.S. to see a total solar eclipse. It's 
also an opportunity for a team of Virginia Tech researchers to study the effects of the eclipse on changes 
in the upper atmosphere that have an impact on HF propagation and the global positioning system (GPS). 
Backed by research funding from NASA and the National Science foundation, the team is headed by Dr. 
Greg Earle, W4GDE. 


The Virginia Tech team plans to gather data from a variety of sources, including radar systems, transceiv- 
ers, satellites, ham radio, and GPS receivers, in order to analyze the effects of the solar eclipse on the con- 
ductive region of the atmosphere. 


“Whether military radar, or consumer GPS signals, the eclipse is going to have effects on the me- 
dium that we would like to understand better, so that we can either mitigate them or use them to 
our advantage,” said Earle.

Let's party! 


In conjunction with the eclipse, the HamSCI and the ARRL are sponsoring the Solar Eclipse QSO Party 
(SEQP). According to an article in the August 2017 issue of QST, the goal of the SEQP is to "flood the 
airwaves with contacts, all measured by the automated receiver networks of the Reverse Beacon Network, 
PSKReporter, and WSPRNet." Once all the logs are in, researchers will analyze the data to see what effect 
the eclipse had on radio propagation.

The SEQP will run from 1400Z - 2200Z on Monday, August 21, 2017. This is well before the eclipse is 
due to begin on the West Coast. The reason it starts before the eclipse is to establish a baseline for radio 
propagation conditions. 


SEQP organizers urge you to make as many contacts as you can on as many bands as you can operate. 
Like nearly every contest, contacts are not allowed on 60m, 30m, 17m, and 12m. CW, RTTY, and PSK31 
are the preferred modes because automated receivers can record those contacts, but phone and other digital 
modes count, too.

An interesting twist to this contest is that, like Field Day, you can earn a number of bonus points, includ- 
ing: 

e Operating outdoors (100 points) 

e Operating in a public place (100 points) 

e Operating a wide-band automated receiver at your station (100 points) 


Hams have had a long history of supporting scientific research. They provided communications for some 
of the early polar explorations and listened for Sputnik as it flew overhead. The Solar Eclipse QSO Party 
continues this tradition, and it's going to be a lot of fun as well. Visit the HamSClI website for more infor- 
mation.

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1 Great American Eclipse of 2017 — the Chase is On!

rable event occurring on August 21 of this year. You’ve not heard? Well, you certainly 
will! That is the date of the Great American Eclipse! It is easy to predict the news will be 
all over this in the week before the event. It has been 26 years since a total eclipse has been seen in the 
USA, and people are going to go crazy over this one (myself included)! 


On August 21, the moon will be perfectly placed to block out the sun in a total eclipse visible across the 
USA, with an approximately 60 mile wide shadow of totality starting in Oregon, and racing across the 
country to South Carolina in just 1 hour and 33 minutes. Everywhere, including New Jersey, will get at 
least a partial eclipse. But to experience totality, you’ll have to be somewhere in that 60-mile wide path 
where the moon’s shadow races across the surface of the Earth at supersonic speed. All the details you

With hundreds of thousands of people trying 
to get into the totality zone on eclipse day, almost certainly route 95 South is going to turn into a total 
parking lot when the total eclipse hits the area around 2:41pm on August 21!

Washington State has a new distracted driving law to discourage use of handheld electronics while oper- 
ating a motor vehicle. Governor Jay Inslee signed SSB 5289 into law on May 16, 2017. The governor also 
declared its implementation an emergency, causing the new law to take effect on August 16, 2017. There 
is an exception for Amateur Radio operators, stating: "Personal electronic device" means any portable 
electronic device that is capable of wireless communication or electronic data retrieval and is not manufac- 
tured primarily for hands-free use in a motor vehicle. "Personal electronic device" includes, but is not lim- 
ited to, a cell phone, tablet, laptop, two-way messaging device, or electronic game. "Personal electronic 
device" does not include two-way radio, citizens band radio, or amateur radio equipment." Observation of 
an Amateur safely using radio gear while operating a vehicle will not alone be cause for issuance of a cita- 
tion. Observation of unsafe vehicle operation can provide sufficient cause for a distracted driving citation.

New Jersey Radio Amateur Receives International 
Astronomical League's Gold Certification 


Blair Hearth, KD2EPA, of Oceanport, New Jersey, has joined the select group of indi- 
viduals who have received Gold Certification in the Radio Astronomy Observation pro- 
gram of the International Astronomical League for making at least 10 galactic obser- 
vations. Hearth, who already had qualified for Silver Certification, used the InfoAge 
(www.infoage.org) Science History Museum's TLM-18 dish for a few of his observa- 
tions, but most were accomplished by using Amateur Radio equipment to scan the void. A member of the 
Garden State Amateur Radio Association and the Society of Amateur Radio Astronomers, Hearth 
was the recipient of the ARRL Hudson Division Technical Achievement Award in 2015 for his work in 
radio astronomy and RFI. As Hearth explains on his QRZ.com profile: 


"T use a low-frequency receiver to collect data that indicates sudden ionospheric disturbances. My 
venerable Kenwood R-600 receiver is dedicated to receiving Jovian radiation at 20.1 MHz. I also 
monitor and count meteors via radio reflection using a NooElec 2 dongle, SDR#, and HDRF FT 
software. I attempt observations of extra-solar radio objects in the 408 MHz 'band' using GNU Ra- 
dio, an excellent LNA, and a DBS bow-tie antenna." 


Hearth said he uses the TLM-18 60-foot dish for research into "the velocity 
of the sun with respect to the Local Standard of Rest." He also will take 
part in data-gathering during the August solar eclipse. Hearth will deliver a 
presentation, "How to Use Ham Radio Gear to Do Radio Astronomy," at 
the International Astronomical League's 2018 international meeting. He 
enjoys QRP operating and has a WSPR beacon on 20 meters.

1. No attachments (e.g. pictures, files) are allowed on the reflector. 


2. If you have Club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he 
will put them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 

3. Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 

4. URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 

5. Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The mes- 
sage will be rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 


6. Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. 
You must use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 


7. If you use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the re- 
flector does not recognize that address. 


8. Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator 
has to log-in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address 
as belonging to a Club member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector. 


FYI...If you use Comcast e-mail, you are limited to 100 addresses per message.
